tion. In uls declsion he sald that the bound-
ary changed with the changes of the channel
60 long a8 the latter was by common accre-
tlon, the washing or wasung of emoruk-
ments; but that when an entirely new chan-
pol was made by a streain suddeuly, un.

location of the old channel, Justice Brewer

pow iavesied in this industry in tuis couu-

depondently of aach other and in full vhmpa.
titiom. There 14 no eombination to dominate
tho procuct or fix prices or for #ny other
pucposes betwoon them., Thae palloy
of wvroection to the cotton bagging industry
has tosulted in bulldiog up &an  Amerienan
manufacture sufficient in extent to supply
the nome markot, thus benofiting home oapi-
tis and home labor, and at the sameo 1ime has
lowered the prices to the consumor, Why
now chango that policy! To drive our own
macufacturers from the field is to give the
dominntion of our marketa to foreign manu
facturors, who will theu dictate prices at
will, To encourage lome manufacturers s
1o encourage compelition, as  expericnce
shows, and thus to roduca prices to a minl-
mum,
Proposed Law 1logieal,

In regard to cotton tes the reporl says:
“The moensure racommended by the majority
pronoses to admit ¢otton ties free, but to pre-
serve the duty on barrel hoops, or iron or
steel, No renson has bovn given for making
stech distinetion, and it is as diMealt to
lmsgine any as to imagine why they should
be put on the freo l1at, Why a crude articlo
of fron or ateel should e sub-
jeot to duty aod a more finished product of
which the erado article is the raw material,
should comein froeis one of those things
diffcult to bo understood. Suoh an illogieal
proposition could only come from the advo-
cutes of u polley whioh would deal in spots
with a great measure of legislation, which,
whether it be good or bad, is at least bult
consistently upon a plan. Nothlug more
mischievous can be concelved, and not even
the necessity of making laws for the cam-
|mignlng purposes of the democratic party,
rrespective of the noeds of the eountry, can
justify such aoction, Nor will the proposed
measure resilt in the admission free of cot-
ton ties only, Under the langunge of the
proposed law, hoops or bands eof lron
or s8teol of any and all sizes, upon
the dimensions of wagon tires and even o
the kind of iron or steel that might be madoe
into lvoms, will coms in without payment of
duty, "The minority nlso combats the propo-
sitlon to place machinery for manufacturing
ll:lnttmn Ligs ana  cotton bagging on the free

st,

*No reason has been suggestod by the ma-
jority,"' says the report, *“for providing one
kind of logislation for mnchinery relating to
the eotton induatry and another for all kinds
of machinery; and we are satisfied therefore
to dismiss this part of the bill with the re-
mork odly that it is of a plece with whatv
seoms to be the mischisvous poliey of the
majority, to deal with tari(? 'lcgiulmion in
spots and without regard to consistency.'

INDIAN  SCHOOL ~ QUESTION

Catholic Ohurch Aconsyd of Maintaining a
Lobby at Washington.

LIVELY DISCUSSION IN THE HOUSE

Stntoement of Captaln Peatt's Reflocting on
Congressmen Nrings # Prompt Response
from the Members Whe Feel Ag-
gricved—Sennte 'roceedings.

Wasinxaros, D. C., March 1.—The Catho-
lle c¢hurch and the charge thst it maintains
a lobby at Washington to manipulate appro-
pristions In behalf of Indian sectarian
schools was the subject of thrae hours' acri-
monious disoussion in the house today. 'T'he
Indisn approprintion bill was the measure
under consiaeration and the immediate cause
of the religious discussion was the section
making appropriation for the Carlisle Indian
gchool. It was statod In the house that
Captain R. S, Pratt of the United States
army, superintenaentof that school, in spenk-
ing of the attacks made by the house against
an approprintion for the Indian school had
sald: “They were made by the Catholie
church in paying congrassmen to attack the
uational echools, because they are detri-
mental to their parochial schools, which are
given three times the amount by the goveru-
ment that other denominations receive."

Attacked Capliin Pratt,

Congressman Mansur of Missour, Stook-
duale of Mississippl nnd Pondleton of West Vir-
ginia, who were understood, by implication,
o be the oongressmen reflerred to, made a
lively attack on Captain Pratt and demanaad
ns a pepalty for his statemont the appropria-
tion of §1,000 which ho anoually raceives as
suporintendent of the Carlisle Indiwo schoaol,
be stricken from the Indian appropriution
bill. ‘I'he house was powerless to express its
displeasure in any mors foraible way than
this, as Captaln Pratt, being an officer in the
United States army, his rank and plaoce as
captain nre bayond the reach and regulation
of congress,

Ture superintenagent of the Indian sohool
had many defendsrs in the house, howaver,
and it was mora his reiterated declaration by
telagraph today than the original newspaper
talk that finally led the house to adopt the
amendment cutting off his salary as suporin.
tendent, Several of his congressional friends
who doubted whether thesuperintendent had
mado the statement attributed to him in the
dispatches telegraphed him today to know s
oxact declaration, The answer which was
wirad back and subseguently read in the
house wis about as bad as the original =tate-
ment.,

“My remarks," telagraphed Captoin Pratt,
‘‘wore that the Catholies got more than dou-
ble ns much of the Indian  school appropria-
tions as all other denominations combined;
that they mantain a powerful lobby in
Washington and manipulate politics to ac-
complish their purposes. These were the
genoral statemonts, haviog no bearing what-
ever on Individual members of congross,
muech less Mr. Mansur, in whose general
views I coneur,'

This was quite satisfactory to Mr. Mansur,
but it was not very consoling te anybody
cise, and its reading haa the effect of causing
the touss promptly to adopt the proposea
amendment,

Mr. Bynum of Indiana presided in tha com-
mittee of the whole when the considaration
of the Indian upprufrintlon wasresuimned, and
the uttack on Captaln Pratt, first begun last
night, was revived in o motion of Mr. Mau-
sur to strike out the §1,000 extra annual al-
lowance to Captain Pratt as superiutendent
of the Carlisle school, After a long debate
the motion to strike out was agread to—93 to
47—and the committee rose and reported tho

bill to the house.

The previous question having been ordered,
Mr. Pickler of South Dakotn demanded a
separate vole on the amendment providing
that when vacancies shall occur hereaftar in
Indiun agencies they shull ba flled by army
officers detailed for theduty by the president,
and it was adopted—yeas, 142; nays, 54.

Mr. Joseph of New Mexico was fortunate
enough to secure ‘nulwithstanulng Mr. Hol-
min's oppositon) the adopnion of an amend-
ment tucreasing by almost 5,000 the appro-

wrintions for the Indian school at Sanfa Fa,

‘he bill was then passed,

Free Wool BIll Reported.

Mr. MeMllnn of Tannesseo, from the com-
mittee on ways and meaus, reported the free
wool bill, which was referred to the commit-
tee of the whole, togetner with the views of
the minority presented by Mr, Burrows of
Michigan,

Mr. MeMillin stated that 1t had been the
intention of the committee to call this pill up
for consideration duriug the latter part of
the week, but thut owing to the illuess of
Chairman Springer he was not go:ng Lo call
it up until Tuesdony next,

Mr. Bryan of Nebraska and Mr, Turner of
Georgin, respectively from the same commit-
tee. reported bills for the free entry of bind-
ing twine and cotton bagging and the tles,
which were referred to the committee of the
whole, and leave was granted to Mr, Bavne
of New York and Mr. Daizell of Peansyl-
vania to present the views of the mmar‘ft
on those measures, The houss then acly‘
Jjourned,
